Americans Smash 
Last Jap Defense 
Lines on Okinawa 



GUAM. June 13 (/P) — Simultaneous American pre-dawn 
attacks on both flanks of Yncju plateau cauglit the Japanese 
napping nod cracked the enemy's last ditch defense line on 
Okinawa, front dispatches reported today. 

The Japanese camo to life at daybreak and attacked with 
machine guns and knee mortars. But it was too late. 

Cliff-scaling seventh division infantrymen held the eastern 
anchor of the nipponese suicide line. First division marines, 
were astride a ridge at the western anchor, three miles away. 
And from the north, American field artillery unleashed one 
of the heaviest barrages of the campoign against two concen- 
trations of the 10,000 to IGjOOO enemy troops dug into caves 
atop the plateau. 
Fighting was so fierce that 
, In 36 hours battling for the 
slope of one hill, 137- men in a 
single marine company, in- 
cluding all of its officers, were 
killed or wounded, more than 
half the company's strength,

OFF-KEY CENSORSHIP 
A heavy log ot censorship seems to have 
closed In on Europe in the Wftkc of the war 
clouds. Russia's rigid policy ot press control 
has been extended westward to the Elbe. A 
partial news blackout In Italy Is apparent hi 
the Incomplete story ot the British arrest of 
Socialist Nletro Nynnl lor speaking lo an 
audience ot workers. 

It Is gratifying Indeed to see (hut SHEAF 
has removed all censorship restrictions In the 
European theater except those concerned with 
actual military movements. It was a most 
disturbing thing to have the United States 
army contribute to that tog ot censorship, 
which It seemed to do, accoreling lo com- 
plaints ot various American correspondents 
In Germany. 

Thoro was, of cour.'ie, no earthly cxciL5e lor 
Ihnt sort ot cen.sorshlp. The enemy In Europe 
Is defeated niici largely demobilized. The nlllcs 
are in control. 

Yet one correspondent said that American 
writers were denied access to any nazl papers 
nnd documents. Another told ot photograph- 
ers being barred from Bcrchtosgadcn atlcr an 
American general had been pictured convers- 
ing with nazi Field Marshal Kesselring over 
a bottle ot wine. \ 

A third complained that correspondents 
had to present questions to Julius Strclclier, 
the Jcw-balter, through an American officer, 
and that they were expressly forbidden to 
question Strelcher on the persecution o£ Jews. 
Still another stated that they had not been 
allowed to interview prominent political rclu- 
gees such as Kurt SchuBchnlgE ot Austria. 

This was censor.ship for reasons ol policy, 
not security. One purpose would .seem lo be a 
display of oflicor personnel In the most favor- 
able light. Other purposes were entirely un- 
clear, though it may be that the mllllary's 
necessary wartime business of ordering people 
about and telling them what to do becomes a 
habit, reasonably pleasant and hard lo break. 

Tlie result of such censorship, however, Is 
clear, even If Its motives are not. It tends lo 
put army policy and practices beyond the 
rongo of public responsibility. And filncc the 
army In Germany is now chiefly concerned 
with civil ndmlnlstratlon, it should be as ac- 
countablo oa any other civil administration 
operating with public funds. 
. But It Is not accountable because it makes 
Its own rules. And some ot those rules, right 
and proper In time ot war, should have been 
altered to meet changed conditions. One 
was the rule that representatives of public 
Information outlets can remain and operate 
in army-occupied territory only on the con- 
dition that they write what the army says 
they may write, even though the subjects may 
have nothing to do with the army per sc. 

This sort ot censorship Is a despised prac- 
tice of the dictator governments which iho 
array itself, with such strength and courage ' 
and auftering, has only Just overthrown.
